The dramatic presentation of 
Longfellow's famous p>em, at All

As " Priscilla," Miss King was the 
sweetest lookiug Puritan damsel, 
one could imagine, and carried her- 
self so naturally on the stage that 
one would have sworn she is a born 
ingenue. Her rendition of her 
lines, while letter perfect were so 
clean that it was possible to follow 
her word for word. While herpait 
did not call for much stage busi- 
ness, she improved every opportu- 
nity to show she knew how to act. 

Mr. Lipsett is always at his best 
in a character make-up, and as 
" Miles Standish." he gave the Im- 
pression that the real Miles was on 
the stage. He has perhaps more 
natural dramatic talent than one 
would imagine, and when he adds 
the lines to it the effect is striking. 
He brought forth round after round 
of applause, blending comedy with 
tragedy, especially in the third 
scene, while waiting for the return 
of " John Allien " from his errand 
to " Priscilla," taking the audi- 
ence in his confidence, by telling 
them what he is thinking about* 
which is only the lull before the 
storm When "Alden" returns and 
tells him how he praised him to 
" Priscilla," but trying to avoid 
telling him " Priscilla V answer, his 
acting was simply immense, show- 
ing, the restlessness of an expectant 
lover, but when " Alden " finally 
blurts out " Prisoilla's " answer, 
the storm breaks and the audience 
is carried away by the violent 
quarrel which is expected to lead to 
blows, only a timely interruption 
prevents and " Standish" makes his 
exit shaking his fist, cursing Alden 
and trembling with rage. 

As '* John Alden," Mr. Cook was 
right in his element playing both 
the poet and the lover to perfection. 
He was perhaps best in the qnairel 
with " Standish" and the courting 
scene with "Priscilla." 

If the real "John Alden" had 
pleaded the cause of ihe real 
" Miles Standish"' the way Mr. 
Cook did, perhaps the poem would 
not have be e n written, as Mr. Cook 
soared to Empyrean heights, and 
almost convinced Miss King that a 
different answer was required.

An impressive service was held at 
the Gallaudet Home on November

ing of a tablet to the memory of the 
Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, the found- 
er of the Home. The tablet was 
made by Gorharn, of New York, 
under the direction of a committee 
of ladies from the Board of Mana- 
gers. It I nze, upon a back- 
ground of dark green Siena marble, 
and bears the following inscription: 

"Blessed be the name of the Lord 
for the good examqle and greatly 
beloved memory ol I ho Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, D.D., L.H.D., bom 
Juste •'{, 1822; died August 27, 1902. 
Founder of the Gallaudet Ilotrm, 
St. Ann's Church for Deaf Mutes, 
New York City, and the Church, 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 'Full of 
cites and full of years, of neither 
weary, but full of hope and of 
heaven." 

The tablet has unusual beauty of 
design and construction. It was 
unveiled by Mis. C. M. Nelson, of 
POughkeepSle, whose devotion to 
the Home from its beginning has 
been equaled only by Its founder, 
who was her life- long friend. The
